An account of the fighting given 
in a Berlin telegram filed at 4 
o'clock this morning says that yes- 
terday afternoon the crowds before 
the police headquarters in Alexan- 
der Platz assumed a threatening 
character, so that the square had 
to be continually cleared py govern- 
ment troops. 

No newspaper appeared in Berlin 
this morning, as all the compositors 
went on strike Wednesday night. 

Toward 1 o'clock the Spartacans 
made an effort to smash the door of 
the headquarters by hand grenades 
and shots.

CHANGES HANDS 


Certificate Holders, Most 
of Whom Live in Boston, 
Sell to Atlanta Trust 
Company for $750,000. 


Boston, Mass., March 6.—(Special.) 
It became known here today that 
representatives of the Atlanta Trust 
company have been in Boston re- 


cently and as a result of their vis- 
it the sale of the Empire building, 
one of Atlanta's biggest skyscrap- 
ers, has been practicaliy consum- 
mated. 

This structure was erected on the 
certificate plan, with about one hun- 
dred holders of the stock, the ma- 
jority of them living in Boston. 

The certificates were purchased, it 


| is understood, at a cost of $750,000. 


The story from Boston about the 
purchase of the Empire building, ar- 
rived so late last night that it was 
impossible at that time to communi- 
cate with the officers of the Atlan- 
ta Trust company or with local rep- 
resentatives of tiie Empire building. 

The skyscraper, which has just 
changed hands, is located on the 
corner of Marietta and Broad streets 
and fronts on three streets. It is 
considered one of the most valuable 
pieces of property in the city, and 
was one of the first big office build- 


ings to be erected in Atlanta.

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press visited several of them, out- 
side of which long lines of women, 
hatless, with dishevelled hair blow- 
ing in the chilly breeze and blue 
from -cold, awaited patiently their 
turn to be served. 

The crowds were kept cheerful by 
the sight of great bills on the walls 
of the barracks, reading: “Rice, 11 
cents_,a pound,” “beans, 13 cents;” 
50 cents;” “ham, 56 cents;”’ 
“shoulders, 50 cents;"’ “fat back, 50 
cents; “breasts, boneless, 60 cents.” 

At the barracks in the eleventh 
ward the correspondent was inform- 
ed by Inspector Pierre that already 
1,500 persons had been served 
to noon, and he expected to serve 
as many in the afternoon.

Washington, March 6.—Brigadier 
General Samuel T. Ansell, former 
acting judge advocate general, and 
one of the central figures in the con- 


the American Red Cross mission to 
Russia, told the senate investigat- 
ing committee today that there was 
a fundamental menace for the world 
in Russian Bolshevism and suggest- 
ed means for combatting its spread. 
The witness said that a year ago 
Nikolai Lenine, Bolshevik premier, 
had correctly forecast how Bolshe- 
vist ideas would take root in Bul- 
garia, Austria and Germany in the 
order named. 

Mr. Robins quoted Lenine as de- 
claring that in his opinion the Amer- 
ican government was entirely cpr- 
rupt, and as adding: “We challenge 
every government. We may . be 
overwhelmed, but at the same time 
we will destroy all moribund politi- 
cal governments.” 

Unceasing opposition to the prin- 
ciples of Bolshevism, both in Russia 
and in the United States, was ad- 
vocated by Mr. Robins, but he warn- 
ed against the use of military force 
and the arbitrary suppression of 
ideas. The witness said the United 
States should send an economic mis- 
sion to Russia to aid the people in 
obtaining the necessities of life, de- 
claring this would be the most ef- 
fective way of fighting Bolshevism. 

Urges Withdrawal of Army. 

To combat Bolshevism in this 
country, Mr. Robins urged that the 
people be allowed to know the truth 
about its “‘false teachings” and that 
existing evils in American econd@mic 
and social life be remedied by law. 
Publicity, he added, would prompt 
the repudiation of Bolsg*evism. 

In urging withdrawal of American 
and allied military forces from Rus- 
sia, Mr. Robins outlined the policies 
of the American and allied govern- 
ments which he said led to intervene 
tion and told the committee that the 
sending of the troops had helped to 
precipitate the “red terror.” 

In this connection the witness said 
the Russian soviet government 
agreed in February, 1918, to de- 
nounce the Brest-Litovsk treaty and 
resume the war against Germany 
if the United States and Great Brit- 


ain would assure co-operation, but 
that despite his own efforts and 
those of R. A. B. Lockhart, Brit- 
ish high commissioner, to induce 
the governments to agree no re. 
sponse was received and the treaty 
was approved at Moscow. 

The Bolshevists do not desire rec- 
ognition by the United States, Mr. 
tobins testified, but they would wel- 
come assistance in restoring the ec- 
onomic life of the country. He ex- 
plained that the Bolshevist leaders

weakened by formal treaties with 
other governments. Asserting Lenine 
preferred co-operation with America 
rather than Germany, Mr. Robins 
said that unless this country took 
the lead in peaceable restoration of 
Russia, Germany inevitably would 
obtain a new foothold.

OPPONENTS OF CODY 
MAY LOSE POSITIONS 


As a result of the recent exonera- 
tion of Chief W. F. Cody after an 
investigation made by the board of 
firemasters of charges brought 
against him by various members of 
the fire department it now seems 
probable that those taking part in 
the accusations will lose their 
places. 

Chief Cody, when he asked that 
an investigation of the department 
be made, stated that should any of 
the charges made against him be 
found justified he should be super- 
seded, and for this reason he argued 
that he should have the right of 


dealing with the question if he were 


vindicated. 

Among those who may be dropped 
for their activities are Captain John 
Terrell, who has already announced 
for the chief’s place, and who it has 
been said encouraged the Cody op- 
position; W. S. Mozeley, H. O. Ros- 
ser, W. H. Ivey, E. J. Setze, J. S. 
Hannah and R. E. Little. 

The four last-named men are re- 
ported to be actively interested in 
the race of former Chief W. B..Cum- 
mings, who, rumors have it, will 
run for his old position. 

The chief himself has said that 
he does not regard the work of the 
firemasters’ board as finished yet, 
and so for the present he will take 
noe action of any kind. 

Al H. Martin, chairman of the 
council committee which investigat- 
ed the Cody charges, declared last 
night that the investigation of the 
committee showed that “something 
must be done to remedy certain con- 
ditions in the fire department.” 

“While we found nothing deroga- 
tory to Chief Cody,’ he said, “our 
investigation led us to believe that 
there are a good many things in the 
city’s fire system that will have to 
be eliminated. I expect that steps

he declared he had to offer ‘‘the in- 
tense nationalism of Washington, 
‘of Monroe, of Lincoln, of Theodore 
Roosevelt.” 

Quotes President. 

“America should live her own 
life,” he continued. “I would be 
willing to take Woodrow Wilson’s 
arm and walk arm-in-arm with him 
as William H. Taft did here the 
other night, if he would stand: by 
this declaration which he made aft-, 
er America entered the war: 

“*When we go out from this pres- 
ence we ought to take with us that 
idea that we are devoted to the pur- 
pose of enabling America to live her 
own life to be the most just, the 
most effective, the most honorable 
nation in the world.’ ”’ 

“The scheme is revolutionary and 
dangerous to the last degree,” said 
Senator Reed. “The powers granted 
to the executive council, and which 
may be exercised by five men, are 
stupendous, dangerous and appall- 
ing. Their misuse might result in 
destruction of the liberty of the 
world—in the crushing of the Amer- 
ican republic—in the creation of an 
international despotism worse than 
has ever cursed the earth or any 
single nation thereof.’’ 

“Would Embroil America.” 

Senator Reed said any claim that 
the league would not destroy the 
Monroe doctrine was either “made 
in ignorance or is dishonestly made,” 
He declared the world court as plan- 
ned would embroil America in all 
world wars and political intrigue, 
destroy its sovereignty and compel 
service of its armed force in al! 
parts of the world. 

“The acceptance by the United 
States of the proposed constitution 
of the league of nations may involve 
the very life of the republic,” said 
Mr, Reed. “It is high time patriots 
should arouse themselves.” 

World Government, 

“People are taught they can re- 

ceive the benefits of this league 
without involving our. country in 
any serious obligations. I affirm it 
in fact proposes to set up a world 
government which will have contro] 
over all international matters as 
completely as the federal govern- 
ment now has jurisdiction over ques- 
tions affecting the states of the 
union, 
_ Senator Thomas said he had stud- 
ied the proposed league plan predis- 
posed to enroll himself in its favor, 
but had found himself unable to 
do so. 

He was in favor, he said, of some 
plan which would make wars more 
infrequent, if not impossible,” but 
he regarded the proposed league as 
filled with dangers to peace. 

“This is @ commitment to a new 
national policy, more easily made 
than abandoned,” he asserted. “I 
believe in the sanctity of treaty ob- 
ligations.” 

One of the most serious draw- 
backs in the proposed plan, he de- 
clared, was the fact that Japan, 
which he characterized as a virtual 
autocracy, was a charter member. 
Although the decision of lifting im- 
migration restrictions had been 
dropped by Japan, Senator Thomas 
predicted that this question would 
continually be revived in the league 


with embarrassment to the United

STATE HIGHWAY BOARD 
MEETS THIS MORNING 


Following the return of Judge T. 
E. Patterson, chairman of the state 
highway commission, from Wash- 
ington, where he was in conference 
with Secretary Houston with regard 
to the use of the federal aid money 
recently. appropriated by congress 
to be used in building good roads 
in the states, Judge Patterson has 
called a meeting of the commission 
for this morning at 10 o’clock.

Judge Samuel J. Winn, pioneer 
Georgian and well known through- 
out this segtion, died at 10:30 o’clock 
Thursday night at the residence of 
his sister, Mrs. E. H. Jordan, 26 
East Ninth street.

ONE STEP NEARER 


American Plan to Have 
Commissions Present Re- 
@orts and Conclusions 
for Peace Preliminaries 
Is Adopted. 


Paris, March 6.—A step toward 
the formation of a treaty of peace 
was taken by the supreme council 
today when it adopted the proposal

Minor Powers Turned Down. 

The supreme council after 
hearing a statement by Jules 
Cambon, decided unanimously yes- 
terday to reject@ the demands 
of the minor powers with lim- 
ited interests for greater repre- 
sentation on the financial and eco- 
nomic commissions which are about 
to be formed. The minor powers, 
especially those from South America,

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A GOOD BEGINNING. 


_ It was too much, perhaps, to ex 
pect that, after having been im- 
mured so long behind the barriers 
of a deadly administrative finan- 
cial policy, Atlanta should have 
broken away in a day, and com: | 
mitted itself to a progressive mu- 
nicipal policy, such as that under 
which other great cities have de- 
yeloped and prospered. 

But at least a good beginning is 
made in the fact that the million- 
dollar bond issue proposal carried 
by a wide margin, regardless of the 
fact that its twin proposal to in- 
crease the city tax rate to $1.50 
was, by a very narrow margin, 


disapproved. 
The bond issue vote encourages 


cents more for a commodity while 
the war tax is only a half cent? 

Every one is agreed that any tax- 
dodger ought to be punished for his 
lack of patriotism. Can there. be 
any doubt that the fellow who 
actually makes a profit out of tax- 
ation—who uses the federal tax 
law as a means of camouflaginge 
profiteering is not equally cul- 
pable? 

It is permissible for the trades- 
man to add the actual amount of 
the war tax to the retail price of 
his merchandise, thus placing the 
burden upon the “ultimate con- 
sumer,” but to charge the consum- 
er, as a war tax, a price higher 
than the tax itself is highway rob- 
bery. 

-At any rate, that is the light in 
which the government views it, as 
is manifest from the fact that the 
revenue law itself carries a penalty 
clause which prescribes severe pun- 
ishment for the purveyor found 
guilty of engaging in that form of 
profiteering. 


MEN AND THE ARMY. 


The government is especially de- 
sirous of recruiting the soldiers to 
constitute the standing army, to be 
maintained after the war, from the 
ranks of the existing American 
army, the members of which en- 
listed only for the duration of the 
war. 

The reason for this is obvious. 

There is a friendly rivalry be- 
tween the various training and de- 
mobilization camps of the country, 
of which Camp Gordon is one of the 
most conspicuous, as to which shal 
excel in point of re-enlistments of 
the soldiers as their war enlist- 
ments expire and who may volun- 
tarily choose between joining the 
new standing army or returning to 
civilian life. 

In addition to the “local pride” 
element, Camp Gordon is particu. 
larly eoncerned in this phase of de 
mobilization activity since, as it is 
intimated in a news story else- 
where upon this page, its perma 
nency aS an army camp may hinge 
to a greater or lesser extent upon 
the proportionate number of re- 
enlistments to which it can point 
when the war department comes to 
decide definitely upon which camps 
shall be continued and which are 
to be abandoned. 


Local, or camp, pride will, per- 
haps, enter but slightly into the av- 


hope for greater things; and now, | 
in the wake of this success, is the | 
time to prepare for another issue, 
only five times as great. 

It is unfortunate that weather 
conditions were so disadvan- 
tageous. That counted heavily 
against both proposals. 

Nor is there any doubt that the 
woefu' lack of affirmative organi- 
zation—which was more evident 

‘than in any previous Atlanta 
bond election campaign—militated 
against a favorable verdict on both 
issues. 

Yet, notwithstanding all this, the 
‘bond issue carried by a vote of ap- 
proximately four to one on each 
item, showing unquestionably that 
the sentiment of the people is i: 
favor of the city using its credit 
like other cities, in building for the 
future. 

As to the tax increase proposal, 
human nature naturally hesitates 
before voting tax increases. Tq 
this is largely attributable the fact 
that the tax proposal failed by a 
narrow margin; but the very close- 
ness of the vote and the further 
fact that the tax increase received 
a large majority of the white vote, 
shows that the sentiment in favor 
of it is rapidly increasing. 

A few years ago the same propo- 
sition was overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed at the polls. 

In Wednesday’s election a change 


of less than 75 votes wouid have 
earried it! 


The negro voters were over-| 


whelmingly against it. By this we 
do not mean to say that many good 
white people did not vote against 
it; but a majority of the white vot- 
ers favored it. 

Evidently a subtle and adroit 
canvass was made among the ne-. 
groes, against the tax increase pro- 
posal; and, strange to say, they 
were misled into assuming an atti. 
tude of hostility against a measure 
of vital importance to them. 

But much encouragement is to 
be had from the outcome of the 
election. It indicates that the city 
is at last awakening to the necessi 
ties of the situation. 

The increased tax rate is inev- 
itable in the near future. 

‘There is no countering the proven 
fact that ever since the tax rat 
was lowered the city has been 
floundering in financial difficulties 
and starving its public facilities 
and institutions because its income 
has been less than its absolute re- 
quirements; nor the additional fact 
that even the $1.50 tax rate is lower 
than that of most other cities of 
_ Atlanta’s size the country over. 


| WARTAX PROFITEERS. 


The citizen who, by subterfuge, 
deception or by straightout falsifi- 
eation, cheats the government out 
of any portion of his pro rata of 
war-debt taxation, is a criminal in 
the eyes of the law, and. if caught 
doing it he is liable to severe pun- 
ishment—and he should receive it. 

What, then, is to be said of the 


consideration; 


erage soldier’s consideration when 
he comes to decide whether he will 


remain in or leave military life; 
/but the soldiers’ friends, the people 


of Atlanta, undoubtedly can do 
much, both for the soldiers them- 
selves and in behalf of the continu- 
ance of Camp Gordon, in encourag- 
ing soldiers to re-enlist and not to 
leave the camp when the circum- 
stances, as the civilian can see 
them, are such as to make it to the 
soldiers’ advantage to remain for a 
while longer in khaki. 

It is optional with the men who 
consider re-enlisting whether they 
“sign up’ for three years or only 
for one year; and in either event 
the re-enlisted man is given a 
month’s leave of absence without 
loss of pay, which enables him to 
pay a visit to his home folk before 
settling down to the life of the 
peace-time soldier. 

There are many advantages in 
remaining in the service that are 
pointed out in the news account to 
which reference has been made— 
advantages that should appeal with 
marked favor to all soldiers who 
have not positions of employment 
awaiting them in civil life, and who 
personally would be much better 
off in the army while awaiting for 
business and economic conditions 
to readjust themselves following 
the stress and disorganizing effects 
of the war. 

As for Camp Gordon, it is doubt- 
ful if the whole army organization 
offers more pleasant or more con- 
genial quarters or surroundings 
than are to be found there. 

And, commanded as it is by 
Major General George H. Cam- 
eron—in whom the qualities of the 
proficient soldier and the splendid 
gentleman are peculiarly blended— 
the soldier who elects to remain 
there could not make a better 
choice among all of the army 
camps. 

This is a question to which the 
candidates for demobilization at 
Camp Gordon should give careful 
and, meaning as 
much as it does to Atlanta, and 
since all Atlantans are vitally in- 
terested in the future welfare of 
the soldiers, it is one which our 
citizens should, so far as they may, 
help the soldiers to decide.

In Praise of American Nurses and Surgeons

Then came the response by 
of these wounded men: ‘“Go- 
ing over the top is no joke! Few 
of us ever expected to return alive, 
and few of us ever would have re- 
turned, or lived to see good old New 


York, but for these surgeons and 
nurses. Literally we have received 
our lives borne upon their hands. 
Some of us feel like Lazarus, in 
that we were raised from the dead.” 
And then, while the nurses and sur- 
geons bowed their acknowledg- 
ments, the wounded men and the 
relatives filled the air with their 
cheers and shouts. 


The Miracles of Surgery. 

If the time, was when nearly all 
wounded men died of blood poison- 
ing, now 95 per cent of the wounded 
recover. In Savenay within eleven 


months, our men built twelve hos- 
pital buildings, fitted up for twent- 
ty-five thousand wounded men. The 
achievements of our surgeons are 
almost miraculous.

WADDLING HIPS. 

Here are some easy exercises 
especially useful for reducing fat 
about the hips, thighs and flanks 
and for developing the muscles of 


these regions. | 

1. Lie supine on the floor, with 
hands resting on hips. Inspire slow- 
ly while raising the right leg to ver- 
tical, and expire slowly while low- 
ering it to floor again. Repeat with 
the left leg. Then with both legs 
at once. Do this about three times 
the first week each night and morn- 
ing, and increase one time each 
week until you can do it ten times 
without fatigue or soreness. 

2. Stand erect with arms extend- 
ed over your head. Kick backward 
with the right leg and as high as 
rou can, striving to touch an 
imaginary target suspended behind 
you, at the seme time extending the 
arms and body forward as far as 
necessary to maintain balance. Re- 
peat five times with right and five 
times with left, and increase gradu- 
ally until you can do it fifteen times 
with each leg night and morning. 

3 Stand erect with the hands 
clasped behind. Expire (breathe out) 
deeply and at the same time draw 


up the right thigh as high as pos- 
sible, with leg flexed at knee, striv- 
ing to touch knee to shoulder, In- 
spire deeply as you lower the leg 
to first position. Repeat with the 
opposite leg. Do this two or three 
times night and morning the first 
week, and increase week by week 
until you can do it a dozen times. 
4. Help the circulation to carry 
off the by-products of fat combus- 


tion and prevent muscle soreness by 
rounding off each seance with half 
a dozen somersaults. 


If these exercises are to produce 
any tangible results they must be 


carried out reg@larly and faithfully 
every night afid morning for at 
least six weeks.

HILLARY A. HERBERT 
DIES AT TAMPA, FLA 


Was Secretary of Navy Dur- 
ing the Second Term of 
Grover Cleveland. 


Tampa, Fla., March 6.—Hillary A. 
Herbert, secretary of the navy dur- 
ing Grover Cleveland’s second term, 
died here today at the age of 85 
years, 

. Mr. Herbert had been in feeble 
health for a number of years. He 
had spent the winter here and was 


preparing to leave last night for 
Montgomery, Ala*® whens stricken 
with his last illness. s 
Throughout the civil war Mr. Her- 
bert served as an officer, of the 
Eighth Alabama volunteers, and at 
the close was colonel of the regi- 
ment. He was active for fifty years 
in confederate veteran organizations 
and was the author of several 
works ‘dealing with the problems of 
the south and after the war. 
A:;native of Laurens, S. C., Mr. 
Herbert went to Alabama with his 
parents when 13 years old and made 
his home there until he came _ to 
Washington to practice law in 1897. 
He practiced at Greenville, Ala., 
from 1857 to 1872, except during the 
war, and at Montgomery until elect- 
ed to the forty-fifth congress. He 
served in congress continuously until 
his election to the fifty-second con- 
gress and his appointment to the 
cabinet when President Cleveland 
bye inaugurated the second time in 
93.

%6 SOUTHERN MEN 
CITED FOR HEROISM 


Twenty-six southern men, includ- 


ing Captain Macon C. Overton, of 
Union Point, Ga., who died some 
time ago, have been cited for ex- 
traordinary heroism in action, ac- 
cording to the latest citation lists 
released by the war department. 

Captain Overton, who was at- 
tached to the Sixth regiment of ma- 
rines, on December 11 last, was 
awarded the distinguisred service 
cross for bravery in action near 
George, France, on November 1, 1918. 
After displaying remarkable cour- 
age in leading his company under 
heavy artillery fire and silencing 
five machine gun nests, Captain Ov- 
erton personally undertook to guide 
a tank forward against the enemy, 
but was seriously wounded by a Ger- 
man sharpshooter. His mother, Mrs.

Than AnyA. E. F. Unit’’--Pershing 


The Commander-in-Chief 
Makes This Statement 
After Reviewing Veteran 
Gordon Division, Writes 
Atlanta Officer. 


Following is an extract from a 


letter from a prominent young first 
lieutenant of the 82d division now in 
France, who, in writing to his par- 
ents in Atlanta, states that the let- 
ter is strictly personal and not for 
publication as coming from him— 
though he has no objection to the 
publication of its contents, 

The letter is written from Hortes, 
France, under date of February 12, 
and it contains an exceedingly in- 
teresting statement of the inspec- 
tion of the 82d division by General 
Pershing. 

In a talk to the officers of the 82d 
division after the review, General 
Pershing told them that this divi- 
sion enjoyed the unique distinction 
of having “stayed on the line longer 
at one time than any division in the 
American expeditionary forces.”
